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his signature to two more bills 
ed by Congress for commem- 
orative stamps. This one will call 

r the issuance of a stamp to 
celebrate the opening of the Mt. 
Palomar Observatory with the 
900 inch telescope which has just 
recently been installed. At the 
resent time, this is the largest 
reflecting type instrument of its 
kind in the world. Using it, as- 
tronomers hope to discover many 
heretofore unknown secrets of 
the outer space and the universe. 

The second stamp will honor 
the founding of the Girl Scouts 
Movement, and Juliette Gordon 
Low who was instrumental in es- 
tablishing it. 

Neither of the above stamps 
were accompanied by details re- 
lating to the designs, values, dates 
of issue or size. These will be an- 
nounced as soon as the Post Of- 
fice Department has decided on 
them. 

It is also known that the Presi- 
dent has signed a bill to author- 
ize a commemorative stamp for 
the territorial centennial of Min- 
nesota which will occur in 1949 on 
March 3. Minnesota became a 
state on May 11, 1858. 

It was also learned that the 
first day of issue for the William 
Allen White stamp will be on 
July 31 at Emporia Kansas. This 
was not given as an official an- 
nouncement by the Post Office 
Department, but is considered re- 
liable nevertheless. Cover fans 
would do well to prepare their 
first day envelopes for mailing 
on this date, and from that city. 

This stamp if issued on July 31 
will be another of those that were 
tushed through the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing such as 
the Discovery of Gold in Califor- 
nia stamp, and the Swede Cen- 
tennial issue. 

One other stamp is scheduled 
to be released on this same date, 
and that is the 5c airmail com- 
memorative which will be re- 
leased in New York City, and 
which will celebrate the Golden 
Jubilee of the Consolidation of 
the Five Buroughs. 

Another stamp approved for 
issuance in 1949 will celebrate 
the 300th Anniversary of the 
City of Annapolis, Md. In the 
life of the early settlers on this 
continent, Annapolis played a 
leading role. Today, while not a 
direct influence in world poli- 
tics, it is indirectly, for it is the 
home of the United States Naval 
Academy from whose gates pass 
men who do much to alter the 
course of history in their capa- 
tities as naval officers.

Important Decision Rendered 
In New York Court Of Interest 
To Stamp Dealers And Collectors 


In the Law Journal of June 21, 1948 is recorded’ a decision of 
Supreme Court Judge O’Brien which is of interest to philately. 

This decision dismissed an action of the estate of Jacques Koer- 
pel against J. & H. Stolow. The basis for this action was something 
which had never been tested in our courts until this case. 

Jacques Koerpel was the Philatelic Advisor to the Government 


of Liberia. 


After his death a small quantity of the rare Liberia- 


United States First Flight stamps were found in his effects. This 
Liberia issue without the bars through the date 1941 ranks with 
the rarest stamps of the world3— 


and the few known copies of the 
low values are all properly au- 
thenticated with the backstamps 
of leading experts. 

J. & H. Solow as part of their 
special dealer service had warned 
the trade of the existence of coun- 
terfeits of this rare issue and upon 
examination of the stamps found 
in the estate, despite their source, 
pronounced them to be spurious. 

The estate in view of the lead- 
ing position of the Stolow firm in 
.:e stamp field, began a suit for 
damages, and produced a state- 
ment from the Liberian govern- 
ment official, originally in charge 
of issuing stamps, to the effect 
that he had examined the 
Koerpel stamps and found them 
to be genuine. 

Because of the principle in- 
volved the Stolow firm allowed 
their lawyers to bring the case to 
trial, with the contention that 
only qualified philatelic experts 
can pass on the authenticity or 
falseness of stamps. 

In support of the judgement of 
the Stolow firm, Julius Stolow, 
Finbar Kenny, Fred Kessler, Rob- 
ert Lyon of Nicolas Sanabria, 
Inc., and John Nicklin all gave 
their opinions before the court. 

Judge O’Brien ruled in favor of 
the Stolow firm and dismissed the 
action primarily on the ground 
that the court can not consider 
the opinions of government offic- 
ials as superceding the opinions 
of recognized philatelic experts. 

The following is the text of the 
decision redered by Judge 
O’Brien. 


“LAW JOURNAL— 
JUNE 21, 1948” 
“Koerpel v. Stolow—Opinion— 

Mr. Justice O’Brien” 

“This action is brought by the 
plaintiff to recover damages which 
it is alleged were sustained by 
reason of the willful infliction of 
damage upon the decedent with- 
out any justification. Whether 
this complaint shall be construed 
as one to recover for a tortuous 
act or, as contended by the defend- 
ant, an action in the nature of 
slander of title, matters little at 
this time, for in my opinion on 
either theory the plaintiff has fail- 
ed to sustain by competent testi- 
mony the allegations of his com-

plaint and the necessary elements 
sufficient to sustain either cause. 
The most important prerequisite 
to a recovery is the establishment 
by plaintiff of the genuineness of 
the Liberian stamps which are the 
subject matter of the action and 
which it is alleged were charac- 
terized as spurious by the defen- 
dants. In support of its contention 
plaintiff has offered the testimony 
of one Walker who, despite his 
position as the Liberian official 
in charge of issuing stamps, ob- 
viously is not a trained philatelist. 
In fact, the conduct of Walker 
generally in this entire transac- 
tion does not merit my confidence 
i. his testimony to the extent -of 
giving it full credence. I prefer to 
accept the testimony of the de- 
fendants and their experts that 
the stamps are not genuine. But 
even assuming that the stamps 
were actually legitimate, there is 
a complete lack of proof of the 
defendants’ bad faith, Indeed 
there is evidence to the contrary 
for it may be said that the de- 
fendant had reasonable and prob- 
able cause to denounce the stamps 
as spurious. Without further dis- 
cussion or elaboration of the evi- 
dence, the questions of fact, the 
credibility of the witnesses, the 
competency of the proof are all 
resolved in favor of the defen- 
dants and judgment is accordingly 
so directed.”

China made a surprise issue of 
mail use on June 24. Six of the new stamps consisted of surcharges 
of new values on Scott’s type AP3, while the seventh stamp bore 
a surcharge on type AP4. A casual inspection of the above cover 
seems to indicate that the stamps of type AP3 are all of the 1941 
unwatermarked series except one as noted. Reading from left to 
right and starting with the stamps in the top row, the values are: 
$10,000 on C63, $27 blue; $10,000 on C23, 30c red; $10,000 on C33, 30c 
light red; $20,000 on C32, 25¢ light orange; $30,000 on C27, 90c olive; 
$50,000 on C36, 60c blue; $50,000 on C38, $1.00 apple green. Total 
value of the postage on the cover is $180,000!

Vigilant Collectors 
Expose Counterfeiters 


Vigilance and a knowledge of 
stamps aided materially in the ex- 
pose of counterfeit stamps of 
Sarre by German collectors, The 
counterfeiting occurred on the 
issue of 1920 which consisted of 
the overprinting of the stamps of 
Bavaria with the word “Sarre” 
and several lines. This issue was 
used during the occupation by 
the French Army following World 
War I. 

The Scott Catalog lists the 
stamps as types All and Al2 both 
of which picture King Ludwig III 
of Bavaria. The catalog numbers 
as listed under Saar are No.’s 35 
to 39, while the values of the 
stamps are 1, 2, 3, 5, and 10 
Marks. Number 38 is the highest 
priced one of the five, Scotts plac- 
ing a worth of $70 on it. 


The fraudulent stamps were 
discovered in the south German 
town of Augsburg which lies in 
the American Zone of Occupa- 
tion. Many well known dealers 
and collectors of Germany were 
taken in by the swindle because 
the false overprint was so well 
done and because each of the 
stamps bore the examination and 
certification mark of the German 
expert, “Dr. Dubb.”’ Of course the 
“Dr. Dubb” certification mark 
was falsely applied also. 

A total of about 200,000 Marks 
value of the stamps have been 
turned up to date, and the occupa- 
tion authorities and the collectors 
organizations are asking that re- 
ports be made at once when other

NEW ISSUES AND 
DISCOVERIES - 


by Penny Black Stamp Ce. 
New York City 















POLAND: Two new sets have ap- 
peared. One is a set of three in 
commemoration of the VIIth 
Circuit of Poland bicycle race: 
3z. black, 6z. brown and 15z. 
green. The design is *the same 
for all three and depicts two 
“scorchers” burning the road in 
a direction from right to left. 
Above on a scroll are the dates 
22-VI 4-VIII 1948. A_ special 
cancellation was ordered for use 
during the running of the race. 
The second set propagandizes 
Poland’s Maritime Day. The 6z. 
blue violet depicts the launch- 
ing of a large ship, probably a 
freighter; the 15z. maroon 
shows a ship being loaded, the 
35z. shows a trim racing yacht, 
labeled “Jacht Gen. Zabriski”. 
A special first day cancelation 
was used, the first day of issue 
being June 26, 1948. 

ISRAEL: The Israeli Govern- 
ment issued 1,000 numbered pre- 
sentation sheets of its new set, 
each sheet depicting the nine new 
‘stamps in black, the whole be- 
ing issued on a glossy stock. A- 
bove in Hebrew and below in 
English are inscriptions explain- 
ing that the reproductions are the 
“first postage stamps of the State 
of Israel” and the date “16,5, 
1948.” 

We are informed that this first 
issue, incidentally, is not a defini- 
tive one and will be shortly re- 
placed by a permanent set on 
which the name “Israel” appears. 
New airmails are also promised. 
| A sheet of the 5 milliemes green 
|is known imperforate horizontal- 
| ly and a sheet of the 15 milliemes 
red has been found imperforate 
| vertically. Since this entire issue 
| was hastily prepared, other errors 
may appear eventually. 

On June 7th, the first flight be- 
tween Israel and France took 
place. A special cachet in He- 
brew as well as one in French 
was applied to mail carried by 
the Air France plane.

On The Trail Of The Mailo- 
mats: First day for a Mailomat in 
Boston, Mass, occurred on June 
4, says Jacob Salomon of that city. 
Some not so sure information 
comes from Harry G. Boge of 
Portland, Ore. who believes that 
the one in that city “took off” on 
June 17 or 18, while the one in 
Seattle, Wash. had a first day on 
June 21. 








Two interesting covers this 
week. One from the Newcastle 
Stamp Club of Newcastle, Pa. on 
the occasion of that city’s Sesqui- 
Centennial of founding, postmark- 
ed on the first day of the week 
long celebrations, July 4. The 
other came from Don R, Heath 
of Detroit, who sent a last day 
cover of the operation of the 
famed Detroit River Mail Boat. 
This took place on June 30, when 
the current four year contract of 
the boat expired and was not re- 
newed by the POD because of the 
high bids received. 

Nevertheless, says Mr. Heath, 
while the Lake Boats will receive 
their mail as heretofore while 
passing along the Detroit River at 
Detroit, it wont come from a mail- 
boat.. There will be a small boat 
operated by a private contractor 
which will deliver the mail sorted 
on shore in a river front post 
office and not on the boat as 
previously. 

The Detroit River eancelation 
will be used still, but now a col- 
lector is in no position to prove 
that the cover was carried or can- 
celed on a mail boat. Since the 
post office must accept mail for 
delivery whether it it to go by 
boat or not, the postmark applied 
at this post office on the river 
front will tell nothing. 


A DID YOU KNOW ITEM: 
Stamped envelopes have never 
been made by other than private 
contractors, even the first ones 
which had their first day on July 
1, 1853. The George F. Nesbitt & 
Co. held the contract to produce 
them from 1853 to 1870. Alertness 
on the part of the POD nipped in 
the bud a clever advertising stunt 
that this company planned to use 
on each of the envelopes printed. 
The seal, or crest of the company 
had been printed on the top flap 
at the tip so that it would be 
readable to anyone sealing the en- 
velope. The idea lasted just seven 
days, for the POD ordered the 
discontinuance of the use of the 
seal on July 7! 


A little imagination and plan- 
ning can add interesting items to 
ones cover collection states H. M. 
Brehm of New London, Wis, But 
let the following excerpt from 
his letter tell the story. 

“The night of Feburary 24, 1929 
was stormy and bitter cold, but 
Joseph H. Zix of Indianapolis had 
a plan, and he was going to carry 
it out. 

“The postmaster at Vincennes 
had promised to.open his postof- 
fice at one minute after midnight, 
to sell the Rogers Clarke stamps. 
So Joe was there when the win- 
dow opened, got his stamps and 
drove back to Indianapolis. 

“Joe was mail-dispatcher at the 
Indianapolis PO and a stamp col- 
lector too.

on a pick out basis were available 
from many collector sources—but 
at retail prices—at shillings and 
pence—the pound at this time be- 
ing worth U. S. $4.86. But at that 
a few extra nice items were gar- 
nered and all of which along with 
the buys at the P. O. show the 
traditional value increase. 

It was here for the first time 
that vendors (little Brown Bro- 
thers) offered their sample wares 
aboard ship. Mounted on approval 
sheets—25 stamps to the sheet— 
mostly all Br Col’s. A number of 
items cataloging up to 15 shilling 
each—some at $1.00 each, besides 
those of much lesser worth—price 
for entire sheet—a “Bob.” Which 
is English slang for an American 
25 cent piece. Yes bought all he 
had that could be used to advan- 
tage. 

Then other vendors had covers 
with all kinds of Br. Col. stamps 
upon them. Beautiful but priced 
entirely out of line. One cover 
was a replica of a British Guiana 
rarity—one of the early issues— 
very crudely, though carefully 
and neatly done. This was the 
“whisper in your ear” presenta- 
tion, but no soap. Another, this 
time a large loose offering of post- 
age stamps with revenue cancel- 
lations. Price too high for what 
they were. Ho Hum. This brought 
to a close the Barbadoes phase 
after a two full days trying to lo- 
cate stamp prospects here. 

Another overnight run of about 
150 miles was in the immediate 
offing—the following early morn- 
ing finding us plowing into the 
waters of the Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad—the last British Island Pos- 
session in that part of the Carib- 
bean. An eerie never to be forgot-

some manufacturing —asphalt and 
oil production—this on a_ large 
scale—and many other attributes 
of a necessitous character for an 
economy of this magnitude.

Japan Issues Stamp 
For Horse Lovers 


F. G. Weideman, in Tokyo, sent 
a sheet of the new Japanese 
stamp issued to commemorate the 
Japanese Derby. The sheet is of 
thirty stamps, arranged in four 
rows with the top left corner and 
the lower right corner bearing 
a tab with a character represent- 
ing a horse instead of a stamp, 
the sheets are thus unusual in 
makeup. The inscription at the 
top in Japanese characters read 
as follows: “Issued in commemo- 
ration of the 25th anniversary of 
the promulgation of the Horse 
Racing Law on the occasion of 
the 15th Nippon (Japan) Derby, 
June 1948.” 

The stamps are brown and pic- 
ture three horses with jockeys, 
in a race. The Japanese descrip- 
tion is “Galant horses just be- 
fore the goal”. 

As a bit of background, Mr. 
Weideman states that the first 
Japanese Derby was held at Mu- 
sashi Fuchu. The Fuchu track is 
located about 17 miles from the 
heart of Tokyo and holds rac- 
ing meets each year. Usually a- 
bout eleven races are held each 
day during the season. The course 
is modern, with spectator stands. 
The hurdle raees are in the cent- 
er of the track where the hurdles 
are constructed. Pari-Mutuel bet- 
ting is the custom and the odds 
are very low. The track draws 
big crowds when the races are on.

Cracked Plate Found 
On New Swedish Stamp 


L. C. Kent of Cleveland, Ohio, 
submits what appears to be a 
cracked plate on the new 5c 
Swedish stamp. Mr. Kent had not 
noticed the variety until he had 
taken the stamp from a full sheet 
and stuck it on an envelope for 
mailing, so he does not know the 
position of the stamp in the sheet 
or the plate number. 

However some of our readers 
may be able to locate this var- 
iety and thus prove it to be a 
constant variety or crack. 

The variety shows a definite 
line starting at the base of the 
second star from the top, on the 
left side of the stamp. The crack 
runs up toward the top and left 





and comes outside the star into 
the background of the stamp. 


The crack is about two or three 
MM long.

BLACK MARKET POUNDS. 
After reaching a low of $1.80, 
the price of pound notes has 
gradually increased so that at 
this time buyers have difficulty 
in obtaining their requirements 
at the current price of around— 
$3.00 and it looks as if pound 
prices will go higher. This will 
effect prices for current British 
Colonial items and it is possible 
that many dealers now offering 
the Royal Wedding sets may be 
unable to deliver same except at 
a loss. 

EGYPT. It is reported that Egypt 
plans to issue a special set of 
semi postal stamps for the bene- 
fit of the Palestine Arabs. Such 
a set may effect the present 
popularity of the Egyptian 
stamps. 

PALESTINE — ISRAEL. Several 

~ requests have been received for 
information regarding the cur- 
rent Israel stamps. However 
this column is restricted to 
stamps of the British Empire 
and this country is no longer 
part of the* British Empire. 

SOUTH AFRICA, The _ Royal 
Wedding stamp of South Africa 
is an attractive item of 3d value 
printed on deep blue with a 


large silver wreath. These 
stamps were also overprinted 
S.W.A. for Southwest Africa. 


This overprint is quite small 
and therefore does not in any 
way mar the beauty of the 
stamps. 

Due to the popularity of the 
“Gold Mine” stamps  (Scott’s 
79/80) this item has been re- 
printed in miniature size due to 
the stortage of paper. These 
small stamps are perforated in 
vertical bilingual pairs, roulet- 
ted between and a block of four 
will provide all possible combi- 
nations of language, perfora- 
tions and rouletting. 

KING GEORGE VI. It has been 
the custom to issue a new set 
of stamps for the various colon- 
ies about every ten years and 
the rumors are that an entirely 
new series will soon be pre- 
pared for all of the colonies. 

MAURITIUS. It is reported that 
Mauritius will soon follow the 
other colonies in issuing a pic- 

torial set of stamps. 

FALKLAND ISLANDS. The 
Crown Agents have just or- 
dered printing of a six pence 
stamp black and brown, de- 
scribed as a re-introduction of 
the six pence stamp withdrawn 
on March 1st 1946. (Probably 
refers to Scott’s No. 89, which 
as an obsolete, is catalogued at 


50c.) 

FALKLAND DEPENDENCIES. 
A new value is being printed 
in the same design as the cur- 
rent series, being a 2% pence 
black and blue black. 

MALTA. Reprints of the 2/6 and 
5/ stamps have been ordered. 
These stamps with the reprints 
of values previously announced 
will be overprintd “Self Gov- 
ernment 1947”. The overprint- 
ing will be in black except on 
the 1%d, 2%d, 3d, 2/ and 5/ 
which will be in red,

New German Stamps 
Depict Scenes In U.S. 
And British Zones 


New stamp designs for Bizonia 
showing typical landmarks in the 
United States and British zones 
were given a press preview on 
July 4 in Frankfort in the U. S. 
zone. The stamps are being print- 
ed in Brunswick and Dusseldorf 
in officially supervised private 
printshops, since the state print- 
ing office in Berlin is quadripar- 
tite controlled. 

Twenty values, beginning with 
24 pfennigs, will be issued as 
soon as available from the print- 
ers. The stamps are artistic and 
colorful and have a modernistic 
touch. Although the artist is a 
German named Bittrof of Frank- 
fort, the stamps seem to show a 
British influence tempered by 
competition with the French zone 
issues, 

Most controversial will be the 
Brandenburger Gate, which is 
not in Bizonia but in Berlin, 
where the Russian sector touches 
the British. It appears in three 
varieties and will be seen mostly 
abroad, as it is scheduled for the 
international letter rate. 

Following is the list of the new 
stamps: 

Six pfennigs, Munich Frauen- 
kirche (Church of Our Lady), 
rose; 8 pfennigs, Frankfort Town 
Hall, orange; 10 pfennigs, Co- 
logne Cathedral, green; 12 Co- 
logne Cathedral, blue; 15, Frau- 
enkirche, orange; 16, Frankfort 
Town Hall, green; 20, Frankfort 
Town Hall, blue; 24, Branden- 
burgertor, bluish red; 25, Cologne 
Cathedral, reddish yellow; 30, 
Munich Frauenkirche, red; 40, 
Cologne Cathedral, violet; 50, 
Brandenburgertor, light blue; 60, 
Cologne Cathedral, brown; 80, 
Brandenburgertor, red-violet; 84, 
Munich Frauenkirche, violet. 

The 1, 2, 3 and 5-mark values 
show the Holstein Gate in Lu- 
beck, in green, violet, wine red 
and dark blue respectively.
